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Henry Miller film premieres 


The World Premiere of ‘‘The 
Henry Miller Odyssey’ will be 
given Wednesday, April 23, witha 
repeat showing Thursday, April 
24, at 8 p.m. in Nat Sci 3. 

The two-hour color film bio- 
graphy, by Academy Award win- 
ner Robert Snyder, show Miller, 
the controversial author of 
Tropic of Cancer and Tropic of 
Capricorn, living, working, play- 
ing, revisiting his old Paris 
haunts, reading from his books, 
and talking with such friends as 
Lawrence Durrell, Alfred 
Perles, Anais Nin, Beauford 
Delaney, Beniamino Bufano, 
Claude Picasso, Varda, and 
Buckminster Fuller. 

In the ‘‘Odyssey’’, Miller, long 
a resident of Big Sur, Calif- 
ornia, traces his childhood 
through the streets of Brooklyn 
and his later wanderings through- 
out Europe, tells of his begin- 
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nings as a writer, confesses his 
sins, and shamelessly scrutin- 
izes ‘the lusty, obscene, bois- 
terous, thoughtful, scrupulous, 
lying, diabolically truthful man 
that I am’?’, 

Commenting on a press pre- 
view of excerpts from the film, 
one London critic wrote, “‘Elec- 
trified by the appearance of Henry 
Miller on the box, I bought all his 
books and read them for the first 
time. I shall never be the same 
again...Such candour, such a flow 
of unaffected, dry, crackling can- 
dour. Looking like an emaciated 


Newspapers 


University of California Pres- 
ident Charles J, Hitch has pro- 
mised to lead an investigation 
of student newspapers after a 
committee of the U.C, Board 
of Regents voted unamimously 
to ask him to do so. 

The issue was raised last 
month before the Educational 
Policy Committee by Regent 
John Canaday, who asked the 
investigation to determine 
whether the student news- 
papers ‘‘are serving the pur- 
pose normally assigned to them 
or whether they are being sub- 
verted by irresponsible stu- 
dents and others for purposes 
inimical to the best interests 
of our student bodies and the 
University.’ 

Canaday told reporters that 
“the Regents have the ultimate 
responsibility to determine 
Standards of conduct and pro- 
priety on the campuses.’’ He 
stated the Berkeley Daily Cal- 
infornian was ‘‘the most flag- 
rant,’’ and that the UCLA Daily 
Bruin was next. 

In his statement to the Re- 
gents, Canaday stated that 
‘‘during the past few months I 
have read with a fair degree 
of thoroughness and regularity 
the student publications of all 
of our campuses. In somewhat 
varying degrees, I find themall 
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leathery lizard, he seemed to 
have no consciousness whatever 
of ‘image’, no opaque film hang- 
ing between himself and us, Rare; 
the rarest thing. He was as free 
and easy as a dog.”

Canaday continued, 
‘they have taken onthe charac- 
ter of mnedia for the propaga- 
tion of radical political and soe 
cial philosophies, the advocacy 
of anarchy and lawlessness, in- 
doctrination of their reader with 
standards of human conduct 
which are generally unaccept- 
able, and promoting the total 
disrespect ofall authority, They 
abound in obscene editorial and 
pictorial content and they evi- 
dence little or no dedication 
to truthful and objective re- 
porting nor any attempt to main- 
tain editorial balance,’ 

The motion to request the 
investigation was made byMrs, 
Edward Heller and seconded by 
Board chairman DeWitt A, 
Higgs. Higgs stated he sup- 
ported the investigation be- 
cause of the ‘‘extreme lack of 
judgment’’ shown by “some 
newspapers.,’’

Babysitters strike back

While there are conceivably many more important con- 
cerns, the question of intervisitation is still of interest to 
many students. At Stevenson College this week, petitions 
were placed in all residence houses, asking that each dorm 
be given the right to determine its own intervisitation hours,, 
a right which Chancellor McHenry has only recently delegated 
to the Provosts of each college. 

In establishing the present hours of 7-12 midnight, Pro- 
vost F.M.G, Willson had commented that McHenry’s Baby- 
sitting rule--a preceptor or R.A, must be in the dorm during 
visiting hours--made extended hours a burden on the*‘‘Baby- 
sitters’?, This week, however, Stevenson’s R,A,s voted unan- 
imously to present Provost Willson with their request that 
intervisitation hours be determined by the students. In the 
final draft, which will be presented to Willson next week, 
the R.A.s will also ask for redefinition of the role of the 
Resident Assistant, for the R.A, has become a rather myopic 
observer of ‘‘rule violations’’. 

With the present hours, R.A.S Spend a great deal of time 
ignoring violations, One female R.A, estimated that on the 
average five men spend the night in her dorm, yet she feels 
no need to report these infractions and would, in fact, be 
ostracized by her fellow students if she did. ‘‘As long as 
they’re quiet and not bothering anyone else, why should 
anyone care?”’ 

Why should anyone care? If anyone is bothered by an in- 
fringement of this type, then the R.A, should attempt to deal 
with the situation. This protection of the rights of others 
should be the role of the R.A, -- no Student needs, or wants, 
protection from his own morals, no matter how vile the 
state of California or Chancellor McHenry may think them 
to be. The discovery of a Provost’s daughter violating in- 
tervisitation only points out how off-base the current limi- 
tations are. 

As it comes time to select next year’s R,A,s it is im- 
portant that the Provosts think about the role of the R.A, 
in the college system and the merits of a student-deter- 
mined intervisitation plan, While it is improbable that the 
Chancellor will remove his babysitting rule, it should be 
remembered that a preceptor is on duty every night and 
there should be ample figures of authority around during 
the daylight hours, Liberalization of the intervisitation hours 
is a necessary step in making the Resident Assistant an 
assistant to the preceptor rather than a detective for the

Establishing Priorities 


The throes of student government

Stevenson Student Council, 
after two agonizing quarters of 
inaction and crippling self- 
doubt under four different 
chairmen, last week voted to 
dissolve and hold new elections. 
The ‘‘mass resignation”, urged 
on the Council by several of its 
members, represents the utter 
failure of student government 
at Stevenson College, and points 
out the serious lack of cone 
fidence in any institutionof stu- 
dent power. 

The circumstances around 
Stevenson Council’s decision to 
dissolve are, in one sense, uni- 
que to the college. The Council 
was formed two years ago, fol- 
lowing a debate over the impor-= 
tance of having any kind of stu- 
dent government at all, and has 
been dominated until recently by 
those who opposed its formation 
in the first place. The present 
Council therefore has had no 
basis or experience in active 
student government. It has 
served as a source of money for 
student activities, and has been 
known around campus for its 
willingness to finance most rad- 
ical activities, 

Most Council members have 
been discouraged by the ap- 
parent apathy of the students of 
the college. Others seek justi- 
fication for their owninaction-- 
one member of student Council 
suggested that his role on Coun- 
cil should be one of apathy 95% 
of the time, since 95% of his 
‘¢constituency’’ was apathetic. 
Radical or activist members 
have continually complained of 
Council’s impotence and insig- 
nificance. The decision to dis- 
solve came after a painful but 
unsuccessful attempt at self- 
definition by Student Council. 

The issue centers around two 
disabling problems which are 
unique to the Santa Cruz cam- 


pus, The first deals with the ex- 
tent of responsibility of indiv- 
iduals in student government, 
Should inembers of the Student 
Council act as neutral repre- 
sentatives of their ‘‘constituen- 
cies’? Is their role limited to 
a reflection of the apathy of 
those whom they represent? Or 
does the student government 
have a responsibility to offer 
positive and creative leader- 
ship? Certain members of the 
Council are frightened of ad- 
vocacy of leadership, and pre- 
fer to remain silent and in- 
active. Because few individuals 
were able to resolve these ques- 
tions, the Council has remained 
stagnant for two quarters, Its 
dissolution is Council’s first 
definite step. 

The intention of the Council’s 
new elections is to attract stu- 
dents who have energy, moti- 
vation, and ideas, When it is 
populated with frustrated or a- 
pathetic representatives, the 
Student Council is worthless, 
The assumption behind the new 
elections is that any change 
must be for the better, and that 
competent people may possibly 
be attracted. 

Here we find the second crit- 
ical problem. Activisin, it 
seems, Survives only outside 
institutional bodies. Those stu- 
dents who are either acknow- 
ledged or self-proclaimed rad- 
icals shun student government 
as ineffective and inconsequen- 
tial, Individual students on the 
Santa Cruz campus are hesitant 
in offering or responding to pos- 
itive leadership, and this has 
devastating effects on student 
government, | 

Yet those who dismiss stu- 
dent government are working 
from assumptions that may have 
been true in high school, or at 
Santa Barbara, but do not apply 
at Santa Cruz. We are young, 


and our institutions are Seeking 
form and personality. Student 
Council has resources of over 
$17,000 each year, andservesas 
the recognized instrument of 
student policy and programs, 
Faculty and administrators 
come to Student Council for par- 
ticipation, advice, and cooper- 
ation. Its failure to exploit these 
roles can be linked partially to 
the failure of energetic or acti- 
vist students to seek office, to 
the sudden loss of energy by 
those elected to the Council, and 
to the scarcity of students who 
are willing to offer leadership in 
concrete terms. 

Stevenson Council is deter- 
mined to make representative 
student government work, Other 
colleges are working with town- 
councils and Select committees, 
It may be that the individuality of 
the Santa Cruz student will pre- 
clude the possibility of effective 
leadership by an elected coun- 
cil. The town-council, which is 
self- justifying by its very 
nature, seems to be a conven- 
ient alternative to leadership 
and individual responsibility. 
But one can only imagine the 
strength and effectiveness of a 
student government which bee 
comes an instrument of the pol- 
itical energy that exists, with- 
out direction or purpose, at 
Santa Cruz.

The Affiliates of the Uni- 
versity of California, Santa 
Cruz have received a gift of 
$6,000 to establish an endow- 
ment fund for scholarships, An- 
nouncement of the gift was made 
by James H, Hammond, Presi- 
dent of the UCSC interest group. 

Donors are Mr.,and Mrs, 
Peter J, Pasetta of Saratoga 
(California), frequent visitors 
to the Santa Cruz area and mem- 
bers of The UCSC Affiliates, 

According to Mr. Hammond, 
the Pasettas’ gift funds will be 
invested through University 
sources, The interest derived 
from the principal will be used 
by The Affiliates to provide 
scholarship monies in perpet- 
uity at UCSC for students of 
promise and ability who are 
in need of financial assistance, 

Mr. Hammond pointed out 
that such funds, matched by 
The UC Regents and supple- 
mented by grants, loans and 
work-study projects, can help 
to cover the costs of a year’s 
education at UCSC, approxi- 
mately $2,100. 

“The Affiliates have now 
launched a campaign to add 
to the Pasetta fund through do- 
nations from members and 
others interested in this pro- 
ject,’’ said Mr. Hammond. ‘We 
hope to build on the generosity 
of Mr. and Mrs. Pasetta to 
provide a substantial base from 
which to make a pronounced 
contribution to the University 
and to its fledgling scholars.”
